In 
order to give others an idea of the 
comparison, we quote a few facts 
and figures from the reeords of 
years since 1930, 

This 3.28-inch total was the 
heaviest continuous fall since June 
29th and 30th, 1931, when rain to a 
depth of 3.31 inches fell in 48 hours, 
the heaviest 48-hour rain on recora 
at Lacombe, 

During the last 14 hours of last 
weck’s rain, 1.75 inches of moisture 
was received—a very creditable fig-

Their conclusions are that: if manu- 
facturers want bigger outputs they 
should have dance music in. their 
factories. 

They claim to have shown that 
music during work banishes: the 
boredom of doing the same opera- 
tion over and over again, and that 
dance music with its well marked 
rhythms is the best form of music 
for this particular purpose. 

The experiment lasted, 24 weeks 
and was made.on girls making paper 
Christmas crackers. It was found 
that while gramophone records 
were being played, output increased 
from 6 to 11 per cent, and that al- 
ternate half hours of disks formed 
the most popular arrangement. 

Questioned on their attitude to- 
ward the music, the- girls gave such 
answers as: “It makes you work 
better because you talk less,” and 
“Music makes you look forward to 
coming to work.” 

Although it is felt here that the 
popularizing of work in such a 
fashion is a very good move, some 
wonder how long it would be before 
the music began to bore the girls 
through repetition. It is suggested 
that there is not enough music to go 
round. 


A New Profession 

Perhaps; however, ‘such difficul- 
ties me be: overcome by establish- 
ing an extra staff of song-writers, 
paid on a results basis by taking a 
certain proportion of the extra out- 
put their tunes induced.

The World of Wheat 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 

Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 

One picture is worth 10,000 
years. 

This is a Chinese proverb, thou- 
sands of years old, and as with all 
Chinese aphorisms, contains the 
very essence of truth itself, 

The “Crop Testing Plan” took a 
cue some years ago from’ this an- 
cient Chinese proverb, and, by grow- 
ing samples which represent farm- 
ers’ actual fields of wheat, make 
“living pictures” of thousands of 
individual fields in order to. dem- 
onstrate to the eye their trueness- 
to-variety, or whether they contain 
undesirable, unprofitable mixtures. 

These “field pictures” or demon- 
Strations may be séen during ‘the 
next few weeks growing at over 
100 points in Western Canada, and 
field days are held, during which 
the material is demonstrated and ex- 
plained by expert cerealists and 
plant breeders. 

The plots show in addition the 
hew rust-resistant- wheat varieties 
with, too, some new crops gathered 
from the four corners of the earth, 
of interest to Canadian farmers. 

It would be worth the time of all 
who are interested in the advance- 
ment of agriculture to attend one of 
these field days, the object of it all 
being to improve wheat quality, and 
so to help sell the farmers’ wheat 
on world markets at better prices, 
hence finally to increase the income 
of the Western farmer. 


The following factors have tended 
to raise prices: Rust damage spread- 
ing to U.S. winter and spring wheat 
crops and in Manitoba; wheat crop 
of Manchuria, Japan and China es- 
timated 120 millions less than last 
year; droughty conditions prevail in 
southern hemisphere; China and 
Japan clash; China buying U.S. gold; 
European deciduous fruit prospects 
less favorable. 

The following factors have tend- 
ed to lower prices: U.S. Department 
of Agriculture estimates U.S, wheat 
crop 882 million; India offers wheat 
freely; record crop expected in 
Greece; French crop larger than 
last year; Balkan States harvest 
larger crop than expected; heavy 
rains in Western Canada.

It is sometimes claimed, some- 
times by political office-holders, 
that the fact hat oil companies gen- 
erally. sell. at the same price shows 
collusion. And they claim - 
spiracy is further proved by 
fact that they advance or drop their 
prices at the same time. Perhaps 
those of average experience who 
make this claim, seldom have any 
faith in it themselves. 

There are some, no doubt, who 
do not see why this occurs. Here ' 
again comes in the factor of com- 
petition. Anyone selling a com- 
modity against others selling sub- 
stantially the same thing, quickly 
realizes that it is difficult, and ‘in 
most cases impossible, to sell his 
article at a higher price to ‘the 
same people his competitors are 
soliciting. : 

The oil industry—as have most 
other industries—has seen thousands 
of cases where competing compan- 
ies have refused to meet the prices 
of aggressive competitors, . Soon 
they find their business drifting 
away to those offering the lower 
price and they have to come to it.
